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Faithtul Crowns

“Be thou faithful unto death, and I 
will give thee a crown of life,” Rev. 2: 
10. 


More than nineteen centuries of dark- 
ness and light have sped toward eternity 
since John stood upon the historic and 
ancient slopes of Patmos and heard ut- 
tered the above scripture. The beloved 
apostle saw the critical and destructive 
fires of persecutions under the leadership 
of at least ten kings in this great prophe- 
cy. He heard the cries of Christians in 
the dark days of Nero. He witnessed the 
fierce and unrelenting attacks of Valer- 
ian, Trajan, and many others. 

We notice, however, that the above 
scripture plainly advises that under trib- 
ulations we are to be faithful if a crown 
is won. Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for and the evidence of things not 
seen. This is the best of all definitions of 
faith, and was given by the Apostle Paul. 
To be faithful one is commanded to be 
loyal, true, and full of fidelity. Just be- 
cause so many eminent and godly char- 
acters have been faithful, sacred history 
to-day bears record of great spiritual ex- 
ploits. 

In Nottingham, England, there stands 
a monument whose majesty and beauty 
grace the town in which it stands. The 
epitaph on this monument is as follows: 
“Expect great things for God.” If Wil- 
liam Carey, an immortal an influential 
missionary, had not been faithful to the 
end, this monument and epitaph would 
not be an inspiration to the world. If 
this noble Christian character had not 
been faithful to God to the end, mod- 
ern missionary work would not have 
been born in the epitaph of the tomb. It 
is said that William Carey was the forc- 
runner of modern missionary work, that 
work that blazes the way for the sailor, 
paves the road for the pioneer, and last 
but not least, the work that has con- 
structed civilization and will ultimate- 
ly lighten the world. 

If Charles G. Finney had been unfaith- 
ful, five hundred thousand souls, as the 
story goes, would not at this hour be 
awaiting the clarion call of the resurrec- 
tion from an eastern dawn. When life 
and all her battles are over, Finney will 
stand out in the world to come as a star 
in the firmament. The onward march of 
our civilization can be traced more or 
less to the untiring Christian efforts of 
this man. 

If the Apostle Paul had been unfaith- 
ful, the gospel perhaps would have not 
been planted in ancient Philippi, from 
which place the gospel seeds went to all 


Europe and finally found its way into 
the lives of giants like Wesley, White- 
field, Cooper, and thousands of others. 
When we come to think of this one, 
Paul, being faithful, we are reminded 
that millions are sleeping in peace and 
will soon come home to testify the 
peace of God. 

If the great Luther had failed God, 
the spiritual darkness of the middle ages 
would have never been chased into the 
dawn of a new spiritual day. The faith- 
fulness of this one shook the shackles of 
spiritual ignorance from millions and 
brought a new-born day to a once be- 
nighted world, Luther was faithful and 
his reward will be great. 

If Dwight L. Moody had proved to be 
unworthy, his famous dynamic words, 
“The earth is receding, God is calling, 
heaven is approaching,” would not have 
brought cheer to thousands. Just what 
the faithfulness of this great man will 
mean in the world to come will be told 
by all who knew him. No character in 
the world’s history has ever amounted to 
much who was unfaithful to God. 

The writer was traveling through 
England during the great war, in the 
city of Winchester he saw the statue of 
Alfred the Great. There stands this mon- 
ument to his works and service. It is 
said that when he called his law makers 
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together, he always was directed by the 
Ten Commandments. As I looked upon 
that magnificent statue, I was reminded 
that if he had not been faithful to God, 
England might be a barbarous nation 
now. Let us keep the vision, be faithful 
to God, and one day the reward will be 
ours. 

We notice that Christ told the apostle 
in the same verse of scripture that if 
His people held out there would be a 
crown placed upon their lives in the 
world to come. A crown of the world in 
one sense, is an ornament worn on the 
heads of kings and sovereign princes, but 
the crown of life promised the people of 
God will consist of happiness, power, 
honor, and dignity. 

The oldest crown in the universe is 
the crown of the Lombards, now in pos- 
session of Italy. The greatest crown in 
the world is the crown of Charlemagne, 
which is probably in Spain. The most 
beautiful crown is the crown of Robert 
Bruce, made by Scottish ladies. The rich- 
est crown in the world is the crown of 
England. But there is an unperishable 
crown in heaven, greater, more beauti- 
ful, and more majestic than all the 
crowns just mentioned. This crown has 
been made by Christ and is available to 
all who wish to wear it. 

The crowning day which will no 
doubt come to Christians in the first 
resurrection, will take place in the reg- 
ions above. The crown of righteousness 
as outlined by Paul in 2 Tim, 4:8 is far 
superior to all worldly crowns which

The recent riots in Palestine have 
brought terror to the people. According 
to prophecy the Jews are returning to 
Palestine, but they are by no means wel- 
comed by their neighbors, the Arabs.

On the face of each coin the 
name of the land “Palestine” is engraved 
in Hebrew, English, and Arabic. The 
Hebrew letters above mentioned are 
placed immediately after the Hebrew 
spelling of the mame and_ represent 
“Eretz Israel’ (the land of Israel). Thus 
as the appointed time draws near, the 
land is regaining its divinely given name 
in anticipation of its reoccupation by the 
divinely chosen people.

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Bible School Echoes

HAMAN, THE JEWS’ 
ENEMY 
By CLarRENCE L. C. HuGHEs,

“And when Haman saw that Mor- 
decai bowed not, nor did him reverence, 
then was Haman full of wrath. And he 
thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai 
alone; for they had shewed him the peo- 
ple of Mordecai: wherefore Haman 
sought to destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Morde- 
Bs ccsees And the king took his ring 
from his hand, and gave it unto Ham- 
SBseses the Jews’ enemy.” 

These verses give us the principal 
facts of the story of Haman’s persecu- 
tion of the Jews, which story in turn is 
the principal theme of that beautiful 
story of the exile in Babylon—the Book 
of Esther. It is with this story that I 
shall proceed to deal. 

“Mordecai bowed not.” Mordecai was 
a righteous Jew, a man of God, who 
bowed his knee to no one but his Crea- 
tor. It is refreshing, inspiring, something 
to thank God for, to find a man who 
will hold fast to his beliefs in the face 
of adversity and will refuse to pay hom- 
age to despotism. It was this that 
wounded the haughty pride of Haman; 
and thus it was that the wounded van- 
ity of a wicked man imperiled the lives 
of thousands of God’s people. Such was 
the spirit which hundreds of years later 
caused Nero, emperor and tyrant of 
Rome, to send thousands of devout citi- 
zens to the lions of the amphitheater, 
usually for nothing more than wounding 
his vanity by not applauding some sen- 
sual debauchery of his, or not praising a 
poem he wrote. 

Surely it has been proved that “pride 
goeth before destruction, and a haughty 
spirit before a fall.” Blessed are they who 
learn the lesson that, “It was pride that 
changed angels into devils; it is humility 
that makes men as angels.” May God 
teach us the lesson of humility. 

“And he thought scorn to lay hands on 
Mordecai alone;.... wherefore Haman 
sought to destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom.” Ham- 
an’s wicked desire for revenge would 
not be satisfied with the destruction of 
man. His was a nature which revelled 
in blood, in cruelty, in colossal destruc- 
tion; therefore, he plotted the death of 
a whole race of people which had done 
him no harm, in order to revenge a mere 
hurt to his pride. 

The Jew is the scapegoat of the world. 
They are the wanderers of the world, 
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the only true “man without a country.” 
They have no government, no country, 
practically no institutions. Whenever a 
dictator arises, desiring to show his pow- 
er, the Jews always offer a safe people 
for him to give vent to his cruelty. Such 
has happened in Germany. Whenever 
economic difficulties arise, the Jews are 
always able to be saddled with the 
blame. The Jews are the world’s prob- 
lem; nobody wants them, yet no one can 
do without them—they are too deeply 
tied up with the industry and the wealth 
of the nations. 

The reason for this lies back almost 
two thousand years. The Son of God 
was on trial (if such a mock affair can 
be called a trial) for His life. Pilate was 
striving to release Him, to get his hands 
clear of the matter. He did not want His 
blood on his hands. “His blood be on us 
and our children,” shouted the hating 
and infuriated mob. 

Not in vain did they bring down this 
curse on their heads. No one can fling 
such a chailenge in the face of God un- 
rewarded. Christ was crucified and from 
that event on the Jews have been reap- 
ing the fruits of their curse, scattered 
and persecuted. 

But paradoxical as it may _ seem, 
though God is allowing the world to per- 
secute the Jews according to divine plan, 
yet just as surely as He is allowing this 
persecution, that surely will He punish 
those nations and peoples who are harm- 
ing the Jews. Back thousands of years 
ago, God made a promise to Abraham 
concerning his seed: “I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse them that 
curseth thee.” To-day this promise still 
holds true; God does not go back on His 
Word. 

It does not pay to molest God’s people. 
Although the Jews were rejected as 
God’s chosen when they rejected Christ, 
it does not pay to molest them. The 
world is learning this to its own hurt. 
It does not pay to persecute the Church, 
the bride of Christ, the child to which 
the Jewish regime gave birth. God’s 
blessing and promise hover over it, 
God’s hand defends and protects it. 
God’s blessing goes to that nation which 
protects His Church. Truly, it does not 
pay to be the enemy of God’s people. 
Thus years before the birth of Christ 
Haman proved this truth at the cost of 
his own life. 

The rest of the story of Haman and 
Mordecai is well known: How Haman 
secured the king’s orders to destrcy the 
Jews; how the Jews mourned and 
fasted; how Haman prepared the gal- 
lows for Mordecai; how Mordecai was 
advanced and honored; and how Esther 
risked her life to intercede for her peo- 
ple, revealing Haman’s treachery and 
causing his fall. Every Sunday School 
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student is acquainted with these facts. 

“So they hanged Haman on the gal- 
lows that he had prepared for Morde- 
cai.” Thus ends the story of the despot, 
forever proving the truth of the pro- 
verb, “He that diggeth a pit shall fall 
therein.” 

The picture is now changed. The pec- 
secutor of the Jews had perished by the 
very death he had planned for his ad- 
versary. The king’s order could not be 
reversed, but he issued a new command, 
enabling the Jews to revenge themselves 
upon their enemies. The king was now a 
friend of the Jews, through the influ- 
ence of Esther. Mordecai, one of their 
race, was influential in the court, hold- 
ing the high office of the deceased 
Haman. On the day set for their de- 
struction, instead of being destroyed, 
they killed 75,000 of their enemies and 
gave thanks for their deliverance. That 
day was thereafter set aside by law as a 
day of thanksgiving. 

Throughout the book the underlying 
thought and principle seems to be an 
implicit faith in providence, a belief that 
God will avenge His children, that the 
darkest hour is just before dawn, and 
that truth and right will finally triumph 
over sin and wrong. 

Such a trust is expressed in the words 
of the psalmist: “I have been young, and 
now I am old; yet have I not seen the 
righteous forsaken, nor his seed begging 
bread.”” And again, “ I have seen the 
wicked in great power, and _ spreading 
himself like a green bay tree. Yet he 
passed away, and, lo, he was not: yea, I 
sought him, but he could be found. 
Mark the perfect man, and behold the 
upright: for the end of that man is 
peace.” 

It is such a faith which inspires Chris- 
tians to take up their cross and trudge 
the weary road; which makes men for- 
sake earthly gain to work for the Mas- 
ter; which has lighted the path of 
Christians for hundreds of years. Such 
a faith is expressed by the poet: 

“The wrong shall fail, the right prevail, 
With peace on earth, good will toward 
men!”

MY TRIP TO JERUSALEM 


(Continued ) 
By J. H. INcram 


Our next excursion led us to the 
Garden of Gethsemane, the Mount of 
Olives, and on a circular tour around 
The Valley of Jehoshaphat. At the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane we stopped for 
prayer in the church built over the place 
where Jesus was said to have resorted for 
prayer. The building in question was 
built with the funds donated from sev- 
eral nations. The roof consists of a series 
of domes, the interiors of which are done 
in gold and vari-colored mosaics minute 
in size, and forming the coat-of-arms of 
each country contributing. I noticed 
that one of the domes bore a likeness of 
our own U. S. A. emblem. The super- 
structure was supported by several large 
pillars, In front of the altar was a square 
fenced off by a railing which enclosed 
the original spot where the Lord is sup- 
posed to have knelt in prayer. Back of 
the altar was an arched alcove in which 
a picture of Jesus was done in mosaics 
depicting the Gethsemane Prayer Scene. 
The color scheme was too rich and varied 
to describe. The Lord was shown in a 
kneeling position beneath an old snarled 
olive tree. An angel was poised in space 
directly above, from where golden rays 
of the Shekinah glory were coming 
down, to lighten up the _ otherwise 
gloomy scene. The sleeping disciples 
could be seen in the background, _ be- 
neath other trees of the olive grove. 

Aiter leaving the church we went into 
the garden outside for a brief rest and 
prayer before starting the ascent of the 
Mount of Olives. We followed the oid 
road around the point and up to the 
highest part, where a splendid view of 
Jerusalem and the surrounding country 
may be had. Here the Mohammedans 
have built a mosque over the spot from 
where tradition says Jesus ascended to 
heaven. The main part of the building 
was to the front, facing Jerusalem, and 
was surmounted by a tall tower. With- 
in a high wall to the rear was a little 
shrine built over a rock bearing an im- 
pression resembling a foot. It is claimed 
Christ left His footprint here in the 
stone as He went up. Of course we be- 
lieve that the ascension took place 
farther down the way toward Beth- 
any, and the Bible account bears out the 
theory, not only as the place but the dis- 
tance from the city of Jerusalem. “And 
he led them out as far as Bethany.” The 
marginal reference says, “Until they 
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were opposite Bethany.” Luke 24:50. 
“Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusa- 
lem, about fifteen furlongs off (one and 
seven-eights English miles). John 11: 
18. 


After kneeling in prayer, we contin- 
ued our journey. Curving back to the 
left, we traversed Mt, Scopus on the re- 
turn to the city, completing the circuit 
of the Valley of Jehoshaphat. As stated 
before, this valley consists largely of 
open space with olive trees scattered 
about. On the steep slopes facing Jerusa- 
lem were to be seen numerous rock- 
hewn tombs. This space is used as graz- 
ing land for the sheep and goats, and as 
it was getting late in the evening, the 
shepherds were leading the flocks to their 
respective folds. There is nearly always a 
sprinkling of goats among the sheep, and 
in some cases there are more goats than 
sheep. I thought of Matthew’s account 
of the judgment of the nations, when 
Christ shall come and separate them as 
a shepherd divideth his sheep from the 
goats, setting the sheep on his right 
hand, and the goats on the left hand. 
Matt. 25:31-46. 

Next we go for a walk which takes 
us on a complete circuit of the old city 
outside the walls. The road, which is 
nothing more than a donkey and camel 
tral, led down into the valley of Hin- 
nom. Passing Jaffa gate and the Tower 
of David it runs almost parallel to the 
west wall. There is a dirty, congested 
native village crowded into the upper 
reaches of the little valley, a reminder 
of ancient Tophet, situated thereabouts. 
It was here human sacrifices were once 
made, the people causing their children 
to pass through the fire to the god Mol- 
och. Others being literally burned, Jer. 
7:31; 19:6; 2 Kings 23:10. It later is 
said to have become a sort of public 
dump where the fires were fed contin- 
ually by refuse from the city, which of- 
ten contained the bodies of animals. It 
literally means “Place of Fire,” and is 
symbolic of hell and the lake of fire, 
Luke 16:19-31; Rev. 20:14-15. 

On the way down the rocky, dry val- 
ley, we passed the “Field of Blood” or 
“Potter’s Field,’ bought with the thirty 
pieces of silver for which Judas betrayed 
the Lord, Matt. 26:3-10. The only signs 
of life to speak of were some old, knot- 
ty, twisted olive trees. Farther on to our 
right rose up a cliff, where were located 
the cave of the Apostles and the tombs 
of the Karaites. Presently we emerge in- 
to the Kedron Valley, and pass a large 
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threshing floor to our left. The natives 
were busy threshing the grain. Camels 
and donkeys were employed in transport- 
ing the wheat from the adjacent fields. 
It was spread out in circular piles and 
other animals were treading out the 
grain. Some were pulling what we call 
a “drag,” a sort of wooden contraption 
resembling a sled, only without “run- 
ners.” After they were through drag- 
ging or tramping, other workers came 
along with big forks tossing the chaff 
into the air, to be blown away by the 
wind. Some were sifting the grain 
through crude sieves and sacking it up. 
It seemed to be a sort of community 
“working,” and as the night grew on 
the women and girls could be seen car- 
rying up water from “Job’s Well” a few 
hundred yards below us, and the smoke 
which had already begun to rise from the 
chimneys, gave evidence of the fact that 
the evening meal was in course of pre- 
paration. 


We continued to the old well for a 
cool drink, after which we turned right- 
about-face and headed for the Pool of 
Siloam. To our right and not very far 
away, on the slope of the hill, was the 
ancient town of Siloam. Arriving at the 
pool we found it to be dry and some- 
what in ruins, as the water had been di- 
verted to other channels. We went down 
a flight of stone steps below the surface 
of the ground, where we came across a 
tunnel, or an aqueduct cut out in the 
solid rock about two feet wide by fif- 
teen feet high, from which a stream of 
cold, clear water about two feet deep 
was flowing. This tunnel was said to 
have been cut by Hezekiah at the time 
when Jerusalem was besieged by the 
Assyrian armies, in order to turn the 
waters of the ‘“Virgin’s Fountain’”—as 
it is now known—inside the walls of the 
old city of David, so as to “stop the 
fountains which were without the city.” 
Read 2 Kings 18:17; 2 Chron. 32:1 
8. The tunnel is known as “Hezekiah’s 
Aqueduct” and is fitted with iron gates. 
The lower end was open and we decided 
to wade through it, but could not get 
anyone to act as guide, After some dis- 
cussion we made up our minds to go 
through alone—an experience very few 
care to go through with. 


One of the brethren had a small flash- 
light, so he led the way with me hot on 
his heels and the other man taking up the 
rear. We did not have wading boots so 
we peeled off our shoes and took it bare- 
footed. The distance through was about 
1,749 feet and followed a zigzag course. 
The bottom was covered with mud to a 
depth of several inches, and appeared to 
have broken glass strewn about in places. 
I cut one of my feet, but did not feel 
it as the water was so cold it made the 
flesh numb. Toward the middle the cut- 
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ting became so low it seemed our faces 
would meet the water, we had to stoop 
so far. We could see how in their haste 
they had missed the way in places and 
found ourselves leading off into false 
chambers. There were niches cut in the 
sides, perhaps for their lamps. Apparent- 
ly crews had been working from both 
ends, and met somewhere near the mid- 
dle, at least that was the way it looked. 
Nearing the other end the opening was 
higher which made walking easier. The 
rays of our torchlight penetrated the 
gross darkness to the point where the 
light from the bright sun outside began 
to show faintly. And behold! We are up 
against the huge iron gates which are 
closed in our faces. With hostile Arabs 
surrounding both outlets, and a state of 
war already existing, we could imagine 
being shut between two iron gates, and 
left to our own fate, in this watery, liv- 
ing tomb. Here we were standing in 
icy-cold water to our knees. No place 
to sit nor lie down. There is a babble of 
strange voices outside which seems far 
from being a friendly discussion. It 
seemed as though they were arguing 
Over some question—perhaps our destiny. 
The sounds die down, there is a brief 
moment of deathly silence filled with 
intense anxiety. We stare at each other 
in the semi-darkness, but no one speaks. 
Then I see a trembling hand reach for- 
ward and slowly, but firmly grasp the 
iron bars of the gate, whose rusty hinges 
yielded to pressure permitting it once 
more to swing ajar. What a sigh of re- 
lief! 

A little farther on was the “Fountain 
of the Virgin” with the water gushing 
out over the rocks into a basin about 
seven feet across which was cut out in 
the rock below. There was about four 
fect of water in the spring, and the water 
was racing through like a mill-stream. 
Being rather tall, the first two of us 
straddled around and got across, but i 
heard a splash and looked around in 
time to see the little man in the rear 
plunging in. He had missed his footing 
and went down feet first holding his 
hands aloft to protect his watch and 
movie camera. We found that the argu- 
ing had been going on between some 
fussy women and girls, who had come to 
carry up water for the night. From here 
we went up another flight of stone steps 
to the surface and continued through the 
valley, with stones falling on both sides. 
Luckily no one was hit. 

On the way the tombs of Zacharias 
and Absalom were visited. We cross the 
Jericho road at the Garden of Gethse- 
mane and enter the church built over 
the tombs of Joseph and the virgin 
Mary. We go down a flight of steps 
dimly lighted by candles, into the cav- 
ern where it is almost pitch dark. There 
is some more excited talking in one of

the openings leading off to our right, 
where a couple of men and some chil- 
dren were engaged in scrubbing the tile 
floor. One of the keepers joined our 
number and directed us to the tombs. 
That of Joseph being higher up, we 
passed it on the way out. Saying good- 
bye to our guide, we are off again in a 
hurry as it is getting time for the 
“curfew” to sound when we must all be 
shut in our homes for the night—no 
one being allowed out after dark. In my 
haste I stopped to pick up a typewritten 
letter fluttering in the wind just outside 
the latter named shrine, which proved to 
be very interesting. It was written by 
one Jean C. Madge, and was directed to 
some one experiencing “coldness of 
heart” and in need of healing for her 
body. ‘ 

I will be continuing my writings 
about the Holy Land trip. At this time 
I have completed my tour of the neutral 
zone in North Africa, also French and 
Spanish Morocco, as well as Spain and 
the neutral zone, “No Man’s Land,” on 
the European side of the straits, and am 
on the Rock of Gibraltar waiting for the 
ship that is to take me to my next en- 
gagements in England, The world-fam- 
ous “Big Ben clock in London just 
struck twelve—over the radio—mid- 
night, so “‘adios.”

CHAPLEAU, Ont., Can. — Dear 


Evangel readers, we are expecting great 
victory in Chapleau, Ont. Chapleau is a 
small railroad town of about 2,000 pop- 
ulation located about nine hundred miles 
north of Windor, Ont., where Brother 
Carl Hughes’ church is, and that is the 
nearest Church of God to us. We are 
over one hundred seventy-five miles 
from any highway, right back in the Ca- 
nadian forests. The nearest city is Sud- 
bury, Ont., about two hundred miles 
away,

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I’m Glad I Saw the Light 


CHICKAMAUGA, Ga.—Dear Evan- 
gel readers, I would like to write every 
one of you and tell how much I love 
you, who have shown such an interest in 
my behalf, if it were possible. 

I have been a semi-invalid for almost 
eight years and a great sufferer in body, 
having a badly injured heart, an ef- 
fected thyroid, and other serious compli- 
cations, which, for the past three years, 
have caused me to be almost helpless at 
times, for long periods. I was raised in 
a strict Methodist home, converted at 
the age of fourteen years, married at the 
age of eighteen, and a backslider for fif- 
teen years or until God took my mother. 
This caused me to awaken and return to 
my Father’s house and He _ gladly re- 
ceived me again. I was living what I 
thought to be a close godly life, sinning 
and begging forgiveness daily. My com- 
panion and I were regular church attend- 
ants, did what we could in our weak 
way. But all through these long years 
there was a constant tugging at my 
heart for something. I felt that there 
was a deeper work of grace. 

My companion was converted when a 
young man and felt the call to great 
service, he said, but for some cause neg- 
lected and passed it up, We were strug- 
gling along, not very deeply interested 
in worldly things but not as strict as we 
should have been, spiritually speaking; 
tithing what we thought we could spare 
and laying up the rest for a “rainy day.” 
We had a very comfortable little home, 
or thought we did, in Georgia and one 
in Florida. My husband was a construc- 
tion man, drew a good salary and we 
were getting along nicely. We planned 
to live to be old and were saving in or- 
der to be independent. But alas, the col- 
lector came and to-day we realize that 
“the earth is the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof.” Both homes are gone and only 
these frail bodies and souls sre left 
through God’s mercy. We were proud 
but now we are humble, thank God. 
The long illness on my part caused me 
to pray and read God’s Word more. 

Of course the suffering and agony 
forced us to have a housekeeper, who at 
first was a Church of God woman and 
a neighbor of ours. Bless her, I love her 
like a mother. This good woman never 
worried me about my religious belief. She 
was kind and quiet. Sometimes when I 
would be in such agony with pain she 
would kneel by my bedside and quietly 
beg the Lord to relieve the pain. I can’t 
remember ever saying many hard things 
about the holiness people but at the same 
time I never had anything good to say 
about them. We tried to be loyal to our 
church and we had no time to spare 
elsewhere. But God opened my eyes and 
showed me the light. My heart became 
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burdened more for that “something,” 
and the more I read and prayed, the hun- 
grier I got. I was suffering terribly and 
did not seem to improve from taking 
medicine. I was in despair and so hungry 
for more of God’s love. 

There was a revival going at a little 
holiness mission near us and the sister 
that was with us would go and then tell 
me about the meetings and about some 
one being prayed for for healing. I 
couldn’t walk and I knew they would do 
me no harm, so I asked her if she 
thought they would come and pray for 
me. She had them come on Sunday af- 
ternoon. They prayed the prayer of faith 
and Monday morning I got out of bed 
and walked. Praise God forever! 

I was not entirely healed but God 
touched my body. Later I was very 
sick, was under the doctor’s care. The 
saints would pray and I would get bet- 
ter. Finally in June of this year I became 
very sick. I wrote Brothers Waldron 
Asher and Albert Teaster, having seen 
their notices in the Evangel. Both sent 
anointed handkerchiefs, also one was re- 
ceived from a sister in Florida, all about 
the same time. They were applied in Je- 
sus’ name. In the meantime there had 
been a request for prayer made to three 
churches and I received a second definite 
touch. This was God’s work, for I was 
trusting Him. All I know to do is give 
Him the glory. Oh, I feel His presence 
now. I am able to be up and do light 
work some of the time and can go into 
the yard. 

Last summer I was sanctified and I 
am a member of the Church of God and 
am seeking the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. I suffer much in body yet but I 
know God can heal. Saints everywhere, 
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pray for my complete healing, but oh, 
pray earnestly that I may receive the 
baptism. Pray that I may get able to go 
to church. God’s people are so good to 
to come and minister, but I crave so 
much to go to church, Also pray that 
my faith may be increased and that I 
can trust Jesus. 


To-day while suffering I was tempted 
to write a doctor for advice and some- 
thing seemed to say, “Write the Evan- 
gel.” I’m trying to obey the still, small 
voice and be guided by His Spirit. 

As it is impossible for me to write all 
my friends in the different states, I trust 
this will be sufficient at present. If it is 
not God’s will to ever meet you in this 
world, I am struggling to met you in 
the glory land. I’m still not able to get 
out much and if any one feels impressed 
to write or send reading matter (I get 
the Evangel) it would be appreciated 
and bring joy to my soul. I am told that 
the saints all over the United States are 
praying for me.
